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EIGHT ARE DEAD 


And Forty Badly Injured as the Result of a Fright- 


ful .Boiler Explosion at Lebanon, 


Pennsylvania. 


Lebanon, Pa., Nov. 14—The explo- 


sion of a large boiler in ^crap-puddle 
furnace No. 3 at the west works of the 
American Iron and Steel Manufactur- 
ing Company's plant late yesterday 
afternoon caused 
the death of eight 


workmen and about 40- others were 
more or less seriously injured; 


• The boilers exploded without warn- 
ing and-ill an instant the entire plac= 
was black with death-dealing debris. 
The wreck of the nine immense puddle 
furnaces was complete. The wounded 
are in a pitiable condition. Some of 
them it is believed, cannot live through 
the night. Women and children throng- 
ed the entrance to the works, crying 
and begging to be allowed inside. The 
wounded, some minus eyes or" hands, 
were taken to a hospital. 


The exploded boiler was hurled high! 


into the air and passed over the of- 
fices, burying itself in the south bank 
of Quittapahilla creek, several hundred 
yards away. The plant has been clos- 
ed and workmen are rem-jvmg the de- 
bris. 


The cause of last evening's 
fatal 


boiler explosion is not definitely known 
but there is a report that the boiler 
was dry and that v/^ter had been in- 
jected when the accident occurred. 


During the night four of the injured 


died, making a total of eight dead to- 
day. Others who are not expected to 
survive the day are John Hersley .and 
Frank Dissinger. About a score of oth- 
ers are seriously 
hurt. 
The boiler 


landed five hundred yards 
away in 


Quittaphilla- creek. Ten puddle fur- 
naces are wrecked. Among the dead 
are J. Bricker, W. Turner, James His- 
singer and Wm. Oakes.

strike commission met for the firs 
judicial session this morning-The 
members say they will work withou 
fear or .favor and bring to light th 
causes of discontent in the coal fields 
The miners will be heard first and they 
will produce over 75 witnesses. 


President Mitchell in a long addres

"Fourth—Regarding the charge of 


injustice on the part of Brother Col- 
lins toward his wife in causing a sep- 
aration between them we find that 


ting away of his wife was a mutual 
agreement for a temporary period to 
be effective for six months unless 
both parties consent to a shortening ot 
the time and was hot an. attempt to 
obtain a divorce. In this we find no 
injustice toward Mrs. Collins, although 
there are reasonable grounds for a 
difference of opinion as to its wisdom 
or thoughtfulness. It should be dis- 
tinctly understood that the council 
docs not express an opinion concern- 
ing any separation which covers a per- 
iod longer than six months as speci- 
fied in the contract.

AN OLD FAVORITE 


THE BATTLE OF BLENHEIM 


By Robert South*;/ 


TKE battle of Blenheim in Bavaria was fought Aug. 13, 1704, between 
the troops of the English and Austrians on one side under the Duke 
of Mariborough and Prince Eugene and the French and Bavarians 
on the other side, led by Marshal Tallarf ancl the elector of Bavaria. 
The latter party was defeated.

Coal Miner* In France. 


Sterling Helllg, special cum'Spoml 


cut of the Washington Star, writing 
from Valenciennes, France, under UuU 
of Oct. 10, says: 


Here, in the midst of the great gen 


eral strike of the coal miners of ul 
France, I have just seen 150 "scab" or 
"yellow'* men returning from their 
work in one' pit while SOU strikers 
howled out threats and curses at them 
This was all they did. for each "scab' 
was protected by three soldiers-, who 
nccompanied them in groups to theii 
homes iti the nearby villages of lluve- 
luy and Wallers. 


The siuw night the strikers' "pa 


trols1' passed, through Ilaveluy and 
Wallers. There were- no soldiers pres- 
ent to protect the "scabs"—or, us I 
Shall call them henceforth, '-yellows''— 
u their houses. The patrols cried out 
their principles, cursed all fal.se broth- 
ers and heaved broken bricks and 
stones und clods of dirt through "yel- 
low" windows. 


Behind these windows a strange 


sight might have been seen had not the 
cottages been darkened. Each was bar- 
ricaded and contained a little garrison 
of six or eight determined "yellows" 
armed with remodeled army riJcs and 
revolvers. 
When the strikers' patrol 


Uad passed, they slept, to be fresh for 
their work next morning. 
The coal 


companies allow them for the sleeping 
time they may thus lose protecting 
themselves arid the rights of individu- 
als to work at will. 


Valenciennes, like Ilaveluy and Wal- 


,ers and all the towns of this region, 
s placarded with announcements of 
two very different characters. These 
are the strikers' proclamations and the 
proclamations of the "yellows." 


These proclamations and the facts 


that stand behind them show a very 
strange development of the great gen- 
eral strike that has been so much 
:breateued and feared in France for 
two years past. Here we are, at last,

With a swagger 
he approaches a gang of workmen 
pushes his hat back on his head, ex- 
pectorates half a pint of tobacco juice 
makes a half circle sweep with a 
red hand and shouts: "(Jit out o' this 
youse fellows! This job is su-uck!1'

Well, the one I present isn't original 
It's a copy after the Sir Joshuas of 
capitalist pressdom. 


Now let me tell you the sober truth 


about the walking delegate, or the 
business agent, as bis proper title is. 
(He was nicknamed the walking dele- 
gate because he has slight allowances 
for ear fare and has to walk many 
miles in the performance of his duties, 
notwithstanding the "haughtyinobile1 
story.) 


The business agent is an official of 


building trades organizations, I may 
say, almost exclusively. These trades, 
especially in the 'large cities, found 
aim a necessity. Their men are scat- 
tered over a large territory, and there 
are so many of them that it is impos- 
sible to got tVem all out to all of the 
.nestings of the union. 
So the busi- 


ness agent goes around from job to 
iob, collects dues and 
assessments, 


serves notices and performs other du- 
ies assigned to him under the eonsti- 
:tition of his union. 
His hours of 


ivork are generally from two to six 
nore each day than those of the men 
working at the trade. He must be in- 
clliccnt, thoroughly informed on craft 
matters and courteous. He must be 
lonest and temperate, for he handles 
a great deal of money, and bis respon- 
iible duties call for a clear head all the 
ime. And this man receives from his 
inion generally only the rate of wages 
taid in the trade. And the union is not 
in easy boss (I should say bosses). 
One serious misstep and the unlucky 
valking delegate is called up before 
i court that deals out even and exact 
ustice, which is full of mercy and 
ompassion for an erring- or unfortu- 
iate brother, but -weighs the- official's 
cts -without sugaring the scales. 
But how about the strikes ordered by 
he walking delegate? He orders them 
list about as the clerk of tho house of 
epresent.itivcs passes a bill—he nn- 
ounces the result of a ballot. The offi- 
ial boards of trades onions rarely or- 
er strikes, walking delegates never, 
t is generally the rule for the morn- 
crs of the union (and sometimes those 
n cm hers only who arc directly con- 
crned) to vote upon a motion to call a 
Lrike. and in most unions a two-thirds 
ote is necessary to carry. A course 
ncc decided upon, the officials of the 
rganization become its executive rep- 
esentatives. and in this connection the 
alking delegate has certain duties to 
erfonn. 
Xo man makes greater sacrifices for 
he cause to which he is pledged than 
he walking delegate. His labors are 
ot only arduous and unceasing, but in 
nany cases he is blacklisted by em- 
loyers, and when he is supplanted for 
ny reason by another member of his 


union he must go sinon*: strangers to 


sown. Thugs wen; i;i eomo Instances 
hired to commit acts of physical vio- 
lence upon the men holding responsible 
plucky in tbe unions, and thu-e have 
been tiiiu-M when the position of the 
labor leader was us full of danger as 
the tiring line at (Jettj-slnirj;.

may suy thi.s is an e::a«;j;erat'on, due 
to the enthusiasm of :ui advocate. But 
I tell you It is u part of the history of 
the labor movement and lhat I have 
Hot mi<l a ul been told these things, 
but thnt I have >ee:i them and lived 
them. Happily llm.sc strenuous times 
have passed; jrone, 1 hope, never to 
return. The labor leader of today has 
many friends, sonic of them powerful 
in other than labor circles, and be is 
«ble to stand before the world and de- 
fend the faith that is in him. But it 
seeiris to me nol amiss at thi.s time to 
say a word for the leaders who were 
in the forefront of lab: r's battles iu 
the times when the "labor problem" 
was frequently called the "labor war." 
Many of those warriors who strus*- 
C 


gled, sacrificed and suffered in the 
struggle for human rights have crossed 
the dark river -which marks the un- 
known shore. Others, still in the har- 
i;c<;s, have lived to see the labor move- 
ment become "respectable'1 and to find 
the duties of leadership not quite so 
difficult as in the days of yore. 


1 do not claim absolute perfection for 


all the champions of labor. Some, it is 
true, have fallen by the wayside, just 
as some of the world's greatest states- 
men, merchants and divines have been 
too weak to stand the supreme test 
when it came to them. But I do assert 
that in no other walk of life has there 
been so near an approach to universal 
fidelity to principles and trusts as is 


by the record of the labor move- 


ment in America. 


There are several labor union treas- 


urers for each bunk cashier in the 
United States, and yet the records show- 
that for each dishonest custodian of 
union funds there have been a dozen 
embezzling bank cashiers. How many- 
names of labor leaders have you ever 
seen published in connection with di- 
vorce court proceedings? They leave 
:hat field to the class which considers 
:hem inferiors. 


Without a doubt the labor leader is 


fully entitled to the respect and con- 
sideration he is winning today because 
of his principles and his personality. 
He is honest and intelligent; he is loyal 
and courageous; he is a patriot in the 
ligiiest meaning of that term. The ma- 
ority of labor leaders are as nearly 
unselfish us it is possible for humans to 
)e. They believe in the brotherhood of 
man and want to serve humanity. ,. 
They would guard the home, believing- 
hat "home is the best interpreter of 
leaven,'1 by making it unnecessary 
'or women and children to toil in mine, 
mill and factory. 


The labor leader has his faults—so 
lave -we all of us—but in the work he 
las been selected by his associates to 
perform he is entitled to the support 
and sympathy of every lover of jastice. 
Personally as a general thing he can 
stand alone, but in his efforts to im- 
rove the condition of the toiler be wel- 
onies aid no matter from whence it 
omes.
